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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed the Enablement rejection. Discussed the proposed claim 
amendment. Applicant was told that the claims were not enabled because there was no way to discern which 
chemoattractant receptor the identified antagonist was binding. Suggested that Applicant recite in the claims how 
"determining whether an identified antagonist is an antagonist for which chemoattractant receptor" is accomplished. 
Suggested that Applicant amend the claims (using support from the specification) to somehow recite that RAM 
screening is used to determine whether an identified antagonist is an antagonist for one of the two receptors 
Suggested that Applicant keep the limitation "target" or "selected" (using the limitation that has support in the 
specification), which would indicate.that the chemoattractant receptors are known. The Examiner stated that these 
claim amendments entered in an After Final might obviate the instant Enablement Rejection and that the case could be 
allowed (barring new rejections; art, new matter, etc).
